Up until the tim e of the picking 
In early Septem ber, a heavy de­ 
m and was expected. However, or­ 
ders from form er 
w ine m akers, 
sensing an early 
retu rn of light 
wine an A beer, failed to m aterialise 
and orders lagged. 
A nother con­ 
tributing factor was said to have 
been the fact th a t m any vineyard 
ow ners felt they could not afford 
to spend m oney necessary for prop­ 
er cultivation. The latter resulted 
in the sm all species crop for which 
there was little demand. 
T hree grades of the grapes w ere 
offered a t produce term inals this 
year, th e b est bringing about $30 a 
ton. T hat is in com parison with 
prices in form er years of from $40 
to $60 a ton. 
Borne 
vineyardists, 
it was ex­ 
plained. took the 
grapes, pressed 
them and had th eir Juice shipped 
I to dealers or stored. 
The grapes 
still on the vines e re m ainly Ca­ 
taw bas. a pink-skinned product es­ 
pecially adapted for wine m aking 
A sm aller acreage was siso re­ 
ported this year.

Danish Exhibit Will 
Feature Cleveland 
Show.

CLEVELAND. Nov. 12 - Relics 
taken from the wreck of the Ger­ 
man submarine U-20, which torpe­ 
doed the "Lusitania." are to be 
displayed in the Danish exhibit at 
the Cleveland Inter-National Ex 
position In the public auditorium 
Nov. 19 to 27. 
Theodore Kirk. Cleveland, 
sal­ 
vaged the souvenirs from the Ger­ 
man U-boat after it was tossed up 
on the rocky Danish coast during 
a severe North Sea storm in N o 
vember 1916. Tile submarine was 
grounded almost directly in front 
of the resort hotel which Kirk was 
operating at the time. 
German naval forces made Lev- 
eral unsuccessful attem pts to dis 
lodge the craft and finally smash 
ed the instrum ents and other Im 
portant parts 
of the machinery, 
leaving the craft a total wreck. 
The battered hulk formed a men­ 
ace to large fishing fleets operat­ 
ing along the coast, and was dyna­ 
mited by the Danish government
